OFFICER FOR THE HOLLYWOOD BUSINESS IMPROVEMENT DISTRICT/ ANDREWS 
INTERNATIONAL SECURITY, 6801 HOLLYWOOD BLVD, SUITE 169, HOLLYWOOD

OBSERVATIONS: 

OFFICER REYES WAS DRIVING ON PATROL IN THE 6100 BLOCK OF HOLLYWOOD 
BLVD. AS OFFICER WAS E/B ON HOLLYWOOD BLVD; OFFICER REYES ATTENTION 
WAS DIRECTED TO THE DEFENDANT. OFFICER OBSERVED THE DEFENDANT ON 
HIS KNEES ON THE SIDEWALK IN FRONT OF 6104 HOLLYWOOD BLVD. OFFICER 
OBSERVED THE DEFENDANT WITH A HAMMER AND CHISLE IN HIS HANDS. 
OFFICER STOPPED AND OBSERVED THE DEFENDANT USING THE CHISLE AND 
HAMMER TO PRY THE CIRCULAR BRASS CENTER OF THE STAR FOR “CARMEN 
DRAGON.” AS OFFICER REYES EXITED HIS PATROL VEHICLE, REYES OBSERVED 
THE DEFENDANT SUCCESSFULLY PRY THE CENTER BRASS CENTER. THE 
DEFENDANT THEN PLACED THE BRASS CENTER INTO AN INFANT STROLLER 
CONTAINING A BABY. REYES ALSO OBSERVED AN UNIDENTIFIED, WHITE, 
FEMALE HOLDING THE STROLLER. 

REYES IMMEDIATELY REQUESTED ANOTHER BID UNIT TO HIS LOCATION. 
REYES THEN APPROACHED THE DEFENDANT AND ORDERED HIM TO PUT THE 
DOWN THE HAMMER AND CHISLE ON THE SIDEWALK. THE DEFENDANT 
COMPLIED. 

REYES ASKED THE DEFENDANT WHAT HE WAS DOING. THE DEFENDANT 
REPLIED “I AM GOING TO TAKE IT AND BURY IT.” REYES ADVISED THE 
DEFENDANT THAT HE WAS DEFACING, VANDALISING AND STEALING PROPERTY 
FROM A HISTORICAL LAND MARK, THE HOLLYWOOD WALK OF FAME. THE 
DEFENDANT DID NOT REPLY. 

REYES OBSERVED THAT THE ENTIRE WALK OF FAME STAR HAD BEEN BROKEN, 
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DEFACED BY THE DEFENDANT USING THE HAMMER AND CHISLE. 
REYES ADVISED THE DEFENDANT TO STAND-BY AND HE COMPLIED. 


ARREST: 

UPON THE ARRIVAL OF THE ADDITIONAL BID UNIT, REYES ADVISED THE 
DEFENDANT THAT UNDER THE POWERS GRANTED UNDER 837 P.C., HE WAS 
BEING PLACED UNDER PRIVATE PERSONS ARREST FOR 594(b) P.C.; FELONY 
VANDALISM. 


THE DEFENDANT WAS THEN HANDCUFFED. OFFICER REYES CONTACTED LAPD 
COMMUNICATIONS AND REQUESTED A PATROL UNIT TO THE LOCATION. 

WHILE WAITING FOR THE PATROL UNIT, REYES INQUIRED OF THE 
UNIDENTIFIED, WHITE, FEMALE, IF SHE KNEW THE DEFENDANT? SHE REPLIED 
“HE’S MY HUSBAND.” REYES THEN ASKED THE FEMALE HER NAME BUT SHE 
WOULD NOT ANSWER. WHILE WAITING FOR THE LAPD UNIT, THE 
UNIDENTIFIED, WHITE, FEMALE WITH THE INFANT AND STROLLER DEPARTED. 

LAPD UNIT 6A65, OFFICERS DALTON AND AVINA ARRIVED AT THE LOCATION 
AND WERE BRIEFED BY BID OFFICER REYES. LAPD WAS ADVISED THAT THE 
WALK OF FAME WAS DEEMED “A HISTORICAL MARK” AND THE DEFENDANT 
HAD BEEN ARRESTED FOR 594(b) P.C; FELONY VANDALISM. REYES SHOWED 
THE LAPD OFFICERS THE DAMAGE TO THE WALK OF FAME STAR AND THE 
TOOLS USED BY THE DEFENDANT TO VANDALIZE THE STAR. 


BOOKING: 
THE DEFENDANT WAS REMANDED TO THE CUSTODY OF THE LAPD AND 
TRANSPORTED TO HOLLYWOOD STATION FOR 594(b) P.C.; FELONY VANDALISM. 


EVIDENCE: 
THE BRASS CENTER PIECE, HAMMER AND CHISLE WERE REMANDED TO THE 
CUSTODY OF LAPD AS EVIDENCE OF THE CRIME.
